IMPORTANT NEWS MATTERS. 


Building Record for the Past Year in this Vicinity==| 


Many Items of Interest. 


The building record for the year 1898 in 
Eastern Hampden is somewhat lighter than 
last year, though there have been about the 
usual number of jobs. However, they have 
-| been small, and no large buildings have been 

erected. In the village of Palmer there has 

not been a very large expenditure, although 
the record in the villages of Three Rivers, 

Thorndike and Bondsville has been fair. 

Monson has been quite active and presents a 

list of buildings with a probable outlay of 

about $15 000. But little has been done in 

Brimfield, aside from the hotel, while Wales 

has about held its own. 

PALMER. 

In the village of Palmer O. W. Marcy has 

built a residence ou Pine street at a cost of 
about $4000. F. F. Marcy did the work. 
The same contractor also built the electric 
car barn at a cost of about $2500. Servetus 
Leach bas built a new barn for Dr. William 
Holbrook for about $500. Robert Lewis has 
built a residence on South Main street, 
nearly opposite the driving park, at a cost 
of $1200. J. H. Wesson of Springfield has 
built a farm house at “Willoughby Pastures” 
and has made other repairs and improve- 
}ments in his summer residence there, ata 
costofabout$1700 Contractor G. W. Lyman 
did this work. The same contractor has also 
built aresidence on Pleasant street for Misses 
J.E and M. M. Hastings for about $2850, 
and is now building a dwelling house for 
himself on Converse avenue, to cost about 
$2600. There has been about the usual 
amount of repairs. 

Iu Bondsville there has been quite an 
expenditure, and the list aggregates a sub- 
stantial amount. Most of the work was done 
by R. L. Bond of that village. The list is as 
follows: Boston Duck Company, two-tene- 
ment house, $1400; Boston Duck Company, 
new barn, $1000; Daniel Shea, new house, 
$1000; M. Moriarty, addition to house, $800; 
J. Jorezak, barn on the Thornkike road, 
$800; T. D. Potter & Co., new mill, $1200; 
T. D. Potter & Co., new lumber-sbed, $500; 
A. Girouard, blacksmith shop, $1000; Edwin 
Fuller, barn, $800; Thomas Landers, barn, 
$200. 

In Thorndike there has been quite a good 
record. The Thorndike Company has built 
an addition to its dye-house at the No. 2 mill 
at a cost of several thousands of dollars, and 
bus also built a new engine-room and waste- 
house. Mederic Bouthillier has built a four- 
tenement block on Main street at a cost of 
about $4000. E. Bonville has built a resi- 
dence on the Three Rivers road at a cost of 
$1500, and J. F. Loftus has built a residence 
on Commercial street costing about $1800. 
The Misses Fleming have an addition to 
their store on Main street, and A. P. Adams 
has built an addition to his house at a cost of 
about $700. R.L. Bond has now in process 
of construction on Commercial street a store 
and tenement, which will soon be completed. 

Most of the work in Three Rivers has been 
repairs and improvements, which have been 
done to a large extent by C. S. Ruggles. 
Mark Fortune’s house has been repaired at a 
cost of about $300; Ruggles’s hall has 
been enlarged at a outlay of about $500, and 
the buildings of C. W. Johnson have been 
repaired at a cost of about $175. The 
Palmer Mills have also made extensive 
repairs and improvements, their outlay 
being several thousands of dollars. 


























































In Other Nearby Towns. 


In the nearby towns the record is about 
the same. In Ware the year has been quiet, 
though the contractors have succeeded in 
keeping their men at work. Warren and 
Belchertown have done the usual amount, 
the outlay in the former town being about 
$18,000. The season in Ludlow has been 
very successful, the Ludlow manufacturing 
company being particularly active and con- 
structing many new houses. 
MONSON. 

The outlay for new buildings, repairs and 
improvements will probably be about $15,000. 
E. P. Hines has built a parochial house 
for St. Patrick’s society, at a cost of 
about $1800. He has also built a large 
addition to the factory of Heimann & 
Lichten, at a cost of several thousands of 
dollars. He has also made small alterations 
and repairs, which amount to about $1500

on Quarry street, E. Maguire doing the 
work.

Graves made extensive alterations in James 
Pendergast’s market at a cost of several 
hundreds of dollars, has built a dye-house at 
Ellis’s mills, a barn for M. Needham at 
North Monson, and has done jobbing and 
repairing amounting to about $2000. Ralph

H. D. Moulton is now building a residence

BRIMFIELD. 

Aside from the new hotel, which was com- 
pleted last year and cost about $9000, and 
which has already been described in the 
JouRNAL, there has been but little building 
in Brimfield. George Sherman has built an 
addition to his barn, 60 by 40 feet, and 
Horatio Converse has also made an addition 
to his barn. Porter Plympton is building a 
barn, 80 by 40 feet, at a cost of several hun- 
dred dollars, and which is nearly completed 































WALES. 

In Wales the record has not been so large 
as thut of last year, but, all things con- 
sidered, there has been quite a substantial 
outlay. C. J. Thompson has built a residence 
at a costof about $2000, P J. Hines has ex- 
pended about $600 upon his house and barn, 
G. H. Lamphear has made repairs aggregat- 
ing about $400, and the Lawton mill has 
been built at a cost of several hundred 
dollars. In the woolen mills there have 
been repairs and alterations costing several 
thousand dollars. 

LUDLOW 

In Ludlow the most of the building has 
been done by the Ludlow Manufacturing 
Company. The company laid out a new 
street last spring near the head of North 
street, and to-day 20 new cottages of modern 
type are nearly completed and ready for 
occupancy. The cottages are laid out with a 
view to help the housekeeper as much as 
possible, and consist of six, seven and eight 
rooms. The company has also erected a 
large addition to its machine shop, and four 
new brick stock-houses. The new buildings 
have increased the valuation considerably.

Whatever 
disasters befall other lines of labor, the work 
of the teachers goes on and is cheerfully sus- 
tained in all years. The people, too, of all 
political parties, of all the churches, and of 
all classes of citizens, high and low, rich aud 
poor alike, uphold and support the schools, 
all of which contributes much to the bappi-| 
ness and success of the teachers. 

I may notice, too, that the large number 
of superintendents now engaged in school 
work is highly favorable to the success and 
peace of the teachers, as the superintendents 
not only assist the teachers by their advice 
and suggestions, but they shield them often 
from the unreasonable complaints and 
stormy passions of the parents, so that the 
work of the teacher is far more uniform and 
peaceful than formerly.

Postscrirt.—As inquiry has been made in 
regard to that first school, sixty-nine years 
ago, | may say in this reprint that it wasa@ 
school of tifty-tive pupils in Wardsboro, Vt., 
my native place, and the largest school in 
town, many of the scholars being older than 
myself.

The winter 
schools were usually taught by mature men 
and experienced teachers, and were not 
easily governed, so that my sisters rather 
discouraged my undertaking so lurge a 
school; but I was strong, ambitious and 
enthusiastic, and did not have the least fear 
of any trouble,—though itis now a wouder 
to me how I got along so well, ignorant and 
inexperienced as I was. I soon interested 
the older pupils in their studies, so they 
made no trouble, and I succeeded in waking 
up the younger scholars, 80 that all things 
went along smoothly, and I taught a much 
better school there the next winter. I pro- 
cured the first blackboard ever used in the 
school, and I had the pupils draw maps. I 
also got a carpenter to turn me out a six- 
inch globe,—on which my sister painted the 
continents,—which I used. Many other little 
improvements, which came from Horace | 
Mann of Massachusetts, I somehow caught 
and introduced. And at the close of the 
school the pupils showed so much enthu-} 
siasin and life and real progress, that there 
was great gratification among the parents.

Committed Suicide by Hanging. 
Eugene Flaherty of Bondsville, 29, 
found hanging from a tree in the woods, 
about a mile north of Bondsville, in the south | 
part of the town of Ware, at5 o’clock Monday | 
afternoon. Without doubt it was a case of | 
suicide, although the motive is not known or 
suspected. His home life was pleasant, and 
as far as known he was not in trouble of 
any kind.

Indications 
went to show there had been a runaway and 
the buggy was demolished. Nothing could 
be Iearned then as to the whereabouts of 
Mr. Flaherty. Sunday afternoon one of bis 
neighbors, Michael Murphy, thought he saw 
the young man crossing a field toward a 
group of trees, aud as he had not returned 
to his home Monday, Murphy followed the 
tracks, which led him to a secluded place in 
the grove, and there he found the body of 
Flaherty suspended by «a rope halter. He 
immediately summoned help and notified the 
family of the unfortunate young man, His 
mother was heart-broken and pleaded with 
the men to cut the rope and bear the body 
home. This they could not do until Medical 
Examiner Miner of Ware, who had been 
notitied, conld arrive. The opinion of the 
medical examiner is that Flaherty 
mitted suicide while suffering from mental 
derangement.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Roger Wolcott was inaugurated governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts at 
Boston yesterday, and delivered his annual 
address to the General Court. It is of the 
same high character as his previous mes- 
sages, and worthy of careful study on the 
part of every citizen. A goodly portion of 
his message is given to a review of the 
state’s part in the recent war with Spain. 
The part played by Massachusetts was in 
keeping with that which she has ever taken 
in all the history of this country, from the 
landing of the Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock 
to the present day, and as reviewed by the 
governor, it makes indeed, a record of 
which every citizin should be proud. Fore- 
seeing that an emergency was more than 
likely to arise in which it would be necessary 
for Massachusetts to render services to the 
national government, on April 15th he 
asked the Legislature to appropriate $500,000, 
which it did on the same day, and within 25 
minutes a resolve to that effect was passed 
and approved by the governor. He then 
tells of the measures taken for the defense 
of the coasts, and the movements of the 
Massachusetts volunteers in the war, and 
speaks appreciatively of their services. The 
relief measures undertaken by the citizens 
and state are spoken of, and reference made 
to the work of fitting out the hospital ship 
Bay State. 

In dealing with the matters of state inter- 
est, he first speaks of the state debt and 
notes its recent rapid increase. The debt 
January 1st, 1899, was $13,462 379, an increase 
of three-fold in four years. This fact, as the 
governor rightly says, emphasizes the neces- 
sity of rigid scrutiny on the part of the Legis- 
lature of all propositions to incur further 
indebtedness on the part of the state. 

He repeats bis recommendations for the 
final state control of all pauper insane, and 
of all offenders against the commonwealth. 
He does not argue that the condition of the 
county prisons on the whole is unsatisfac- 
tory, but rather says that the condition of 
many of them is excellent, but he believes 
that better results would be reached under a 
system which would permit uniformity of 
contro! and administration. 

In regard to municipal legislation he says 
there appears to be a growing tendency, 
without sufficient grounds of public neces- 
sity, to invoke the paramount power of the 
Legislature in the enactment of laws relat- 
ing to the affairs of government of cities, 
and especially the city of Boston, and thinks 
there is danger of the tendency to constantly 
seek new legislation being carried too far 
He urges the Legislature to deal with the 
perplexing question of the duties and powers 
of the board of cattle commissioners. He is 
impressed with the source of danger to the 
health of our citizens from diseased cattle. 
Hs still maintains the same views on this 
subject which he has held in the past and 
recommends that diseased animals should 
be sought out by a thorough periodic inspec- 
tion and slaughtered as being not only 
worthless, but a source of danger to the com-

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A CAVALRY PROBLEM. 


The student of tactics finds many oppor- 
tunities for study in the late war. 

A particularly interesting novelty was the 
employment of cavalry in repulsing an at- 
tack by battleships, first put into use by the 
Spaniards at Mantanzas. From a lack of 
foresight on the part of the Spanish govern- 
ment, the mancuvre did not receive a fair 
test in that instance. Had a pontoon bridge 
been furnished, with a derrick at the end by 
which the ships could have been reached, 
and the horsemen unloaded upon their decks, 
it might have succeeded. Of course some 
arrangement with the Americans would 
have been necessary, whereby they agreed 
not to move their vessels. 

A half mile of intervening water is an in- 
surmountable article to the effectual use of 
the sabre upon the enemy, and, moreover, it 
is doubtful that they would make much im- 
pression upon the armor of a modern war- 
ship. Therefore, unless some means is de- 
vised by which, in the first place, the cavalry 
can reach the ships, and in the second place, 
get a foothold upon their decks, the idea of 
cavalry vs. men-of-war must be stricken 
from the tactics books. A squad of cavalry 
charging down the deck, scattering the crew 
in all directions, sabering the turrets and 
stabbing the ventilators, is an inspiring pic- 
ture, but the difficulties of getting your 
horsemen in position will probably prevent 
it from taking a prominent place in a consci- 
entious art exhibition.— Zhe Criterion.

CHINESE EMPEROR AND HIS MA. 


The emperor of China has been the most 
secluded monarch in the world. He is sur- 
rounded by officials whose chief duty seems 
to be to keep him from coming into touch 
with the outside world. Before reaching 
the building in which he is practically con- 
fined one has to pass through three sets of 
walls, each set being guarded by a small 
army of eunuchs. First there are the great 
60-foot-thick walls of the Tartar city, then 
the walls of the imperial city, which are 
six miles in length, and then a third set, 
inclosing what is known as the Purple For- 
bidden city. Inside of the latter lives the 
emperor and his family, the ladies of the 
royal harem, and the thousands of eunuchs 
who make up the staff of royal servants. 

The emperor himself lives in the north- 
western part of the inclosure, and the em- 
press dowager has a palace near by. In 
another part of the inclosure is the Lall of 
literary abyss, or the imperial library, and 
in this the cabinet officers hold their sessions, 
and it contains also a department of the 
royal treasury. No one outside of the 
foreign legations has ever got into the 
palaces of the emperor of China, and no 
foreigner is permitted to see him. 

The American minister had an audience, 
but even the Chinese of Pekin do not know 
how the emperor looks. There are not 5000 
men outside of his eunuchs who have ever 
set eyes on him. He knows absolutely 
nothing about the actual condition of his 
people. When he goes out into the city 
matting is hung up in front of all the houses 
and strips of cloth are stretched across the 
alleys and side streets through which the 
imperial procession must pass. 

The American minister warns all Ameri- 
cans not to go out at their peril, for the 
emperor is always accompanied by soldiers, 
and the man who peeps around the corner or 
has his eye fastened to a hole in the matting 
is liable to be blinded with a bullet or arrow. 
The streets are fixed up for the occasion. 
All the booths and squatters are driven 
away and the roads are covered with yellow 
clay. Yellow is the imperial color. 

The young emperor is a decidedly weak 
character, and doesn’t even do his own 
thinking. The empress dowager attends to 
that for him. It is said that he occasionally 
goes into fits of rage when he is crossed but 
it is the rage of a child, and is overit as soon 
as he has exhausted himself. He has been 
under the thumb of the empress dowager 
since he was a baby. She supervised his 
education, and picked out his wives for him. 
She has him so hemmed in with officials and 
wives who are her sworn allies, that there 
has never been a chance for the young em- 
peror to extricate himself from his sub- 
servient condition, even if he wanted to, 
which he apparently doesn’t. 

The emperor was 17 years old at the time 
of his marriage, 10 years ago, and the em- 
press dowager gave him three wives to start 
with. The selection was curious. All the 
pretty Tartar girls of the empire, number- 
ing many thousands, were gathered together 
and sorted, and the best of them were sent on 
to Pekin. Theselection was first made by the 
governors of the provinces, and no girl was 
presented who was over 18 nor under 12 
years of age. ; 

The choice lots were dressed in the finest 
of clothes, and were carted from all parts of 
the empire into Pekin. They were here sub- 
mitted to the inspection of the old empress 
dowager, being brought into her presence 
in lots of five. She passed upon them as 
fast as she could and weeded out the poorest 
and dullest. Those who remained were 
taken out for the time and brought in in 
new lots, and so the serting went on, until 
the thousands had dwindled to the hundreds, 
the hundre¢s to scores, and the scores at 
last down to 15. 

These 15 girls were put into training 
Their paces were tested and all sorts of ex- 
periments were made as to their tempers 
and traits. After some months the old em- 
press picked out the three girls she liked, 
and the eldest of these, who was 18 years 
old, became empress. The two others 
became what are called secondary wives, or 
chief concubines, and these two latter were 
sisters, one of whom was 13 and the other 
15 years old. The marriage of the emperor 
wag celebrated in elaborate style, and the 
magnificence of the occasion may be im- 
agined from the fact thatit cost the govern- 
ment $10,000,000. 

Every three years new batches of wives 
are picked out for the emperor. The 
prettiest girls in the empire are chosen and 
the emperor doesn’t allow affairs of state to 
interfere with him in his amusements. He 
is sort of a holy figurehead and his officials 
keep making him more sacred every day, in 
return for which they get unlimited oppor- 
tunities to carry on their plots and pecula- 
tions. The whole Chinese court is made up 
of intrigues and intriguers, and the nobles 
are glad to get their daughters in the royal 
harem for the political prestige it gives. 

Everything connected with the emperor is 
regulated by law. He has imperial pbysi- 
cians who watch over his health. The law 
even provides just what he shall eat. 
According to the old Chinese books, there 
must be placed daily before him 30 pounds 
of meat in a basin and seven pounds boiled 
into soup. He has a daily allowance of 
about a pound of hog’s fat and butter, and 
he has the right to order two sheep, two 
fowls, and two ducks, while his drink for 
the day is restricted to the milk of 80 cows 
and the steeping of 75 parcels of tea. 

The emperoris lean and unhealthy. He 
sleeps most of the day and does what work 
he has to at night, and his life of pleasure 
has made a physical wreck of him. It is 
doubtful whether he understands his real 
situation. It is said that he has never re- 
viewed his own army and that he knows 
absolutely nothing about military tactics. 

The emperor knows notbing of modern 
civilization. He doesn’t even know his own 
country. His eunuchs are said to have 
really more influence with him than any

The expense of the Spanish war already 
begins to loom up, for one of the items in the 
auditor’s estimates for 1899 is $43,000 for 
state aid to soldiers who served in the war. 
It is to be noticed, also, in the annual report 
of the state commissioner of pensions, that 
there is a disposition to get all money possi- 
ble out of the government on account of 


pensions for the civil war. The public treas- 
ury is a great temptation. Of course the 
$43,000 is only a beginning of the state aid 
per year which our state will give hereafter 
on account of the Spanish war. 


The attitude of Massachusetts on the ex- 
pansion issue may be forced sooner in the 
Legislature than the party leaders desire. 
This is due to an enterprise of Represen- 
tative Mellen of Worcester, who has intro- 
duced resolutions strongly supporting the 


speech of S enator Hoar against expansion, 
tendering him the thanks of the state, put- 
ting the Legislature on record as opposed to 
expansion, and instructing both senators to 
vote against the treaty as it 1s. 


Speaker Bates, taking advantage of the 
prerogatives of the committee on rules, held 
the resolutions in check temporarily. If the 
Legislature were forced to act upon them 
before the election of Senator Lodge, there 
might seem to be great inconsistency. If 
the resolutions should be adopted, they 
would be right in the face of Lodge, who is 
for the treaty. If they are defeated, it will 
give a splendid bit of party capital to the 
Democrats and would offend many strong 
R-publicans, perhaps a majority of the 
party, at any rate a large minority. So the 
perplexing subject held back for 
further light. Mellen would like 
nothing better than to bother the Republi- 
cans. But Speaker Bates left a loophole in 


his nominating speech whereby the charge 
of inconsistency may be avoided. He 
observed that it was not to be expected that 
the members agreed with Senator Lodge 
upon every particular question, but only in 
their general approval of him. If we read 
“Philippine” in place of “particular” it 
would doubtless cover what Speaker Bates 
had in mind. 


The newest socialist in the House, Mr. 
Carey of Haverhill, is ready to come to the 
front with his views of the wrongs of 
society and his remedies. He offered an 
order that the labor committee be instructed 
to investigate the Marlboro strike and 
report as soon as possible such legislation as 
they thought necessary. This came up in 
the House Wednesday afternoon and was 
sharply debated. It was urged by Carey 
that the causes which led to the strike and 
to so many men being on the street, starving, 


ought to be investigated by the Legislature.

TRADE WITH ALASKAN INDIANS. 

The Indians had plenty of money, for 
they had earlier in the season sold meat and 
dogs at exorbitant prices. Ina general way 
they knew its value, but they prized silver 
a good deal above the 16 to 1 ratio. When 
they wanted to drive a good bargain they 
always specified that the price was to be 
paid in ‘silver money,’’ and similarly they 
hated to part with their plunkers. They 
seemed relieved when we accepted their gold 
pieces at par, aud when they got their silver 
money in change they tried hard to conceal 
their satisfaction, for fear we would find out 
the mistake we were making in parting 
with it. 

There ure very few pennies in circulation 
on the Yukon, the bit being the unit of 
value, and the Indians have not yet learned 
how to place them. One of the Indians 
named Bailey tried to purchase a rifle 
with six cents he had in some way accumu- 
lated. 

The Indians are suspicious in their bar- 
gains, and afraid of being cheated, and in 
our desire to do the square thing by them we 
suffered financially. Instead of getting 
many times the value of the articles sold, 
the price received for the better class of 
things, asarule, was below the real value. 

The Indians are honest in their way, but 
not moral. Eurly in our stay at Selkirk I 
traded a new pair of trousers for a caribou 
skin, that we might sleep the more com- 
fortably at night. It took the Indian nearly 
two hours to complete the birgain, and he 
had tbumbed over the trousers in the mean- 
while till they looked as if they had had a 
week’s wear, and discussed something like a 
hundred permutations and combinations 
with all the other articles of our property he 
could see or imagine. He got nothing to 
boot that way, however. 

The next day an entirely different Indian 
came to the cabin with the trousers on his 
arm and a very serious epression on his 
face. He turned them over and over, and 
finally pointed out some very minute flaws 
in the cloth, and solemnly shaking his head, 
said, ‘‘No good!” 

Then he laid down the trousers and 
walked over to where the caribou skin hung 
and made a motion to pull itdown. Mac 
promptly interfered, and it looked as if there 
were going to bea fight then and there, for 
the Indian seemed bent on repudiating the 
exchange. Thinking, however, he had 
carried his bluff far enough, the Indian sug- 


gested that Mac’s hat suited him very well, 
and intimated if we would give him that he 
would overlook the defect in the trousers. 
It was a flim-tlam game pure and simple, 
and we showed that Indian the door ina 
way that surprised him. 

The Indians have one uniform business 
rule in their dealings with white men. They 
raise their prices when opportunity offers, 
but they never come down. Snowshoes at 
the Pelly are now $40 a pair, because a 
white mav with more money than 
brains tried to buy from an Indian woman 
a pair which did not belong to her. He 
offered her $10 first, and when she said, 
“No sell um,” raised the price by fives to 
$40, and then the woman told the other 
Indians that white men gave $40 for snow- 
shoes, and the price has been that ever 
since. We had previously bought two pair 
of snowshoes, for $25, and the Indians came 
around and tried to collect the difference. 
When we refused to pay and turned them 
out they seemed to think they bad been 


cheated.—Forest and Stream.

EPILEPTIC HOSPITAL REPORT. 


























Institution’s Work. 


The first report of the trustees of the 
Massachusetts hospital for epileptics, for the 
five months of the institution’s existence up 
to September 30th, has just been published, 
and contains much of interest. 

The hospital was opened May 2d, and from 
then up to the time of making the report 206 
patients had been received. The full num- 
ber the hospital is required to provide for is 
200, and the demand for admission is very 
great. The trustees recommend the erection 
of a new building for the reception of new 
patients until they can be classified, and 
where provisions can be made for any 
persons needing special treatment. 

The superintendent’s report shows that 101 
men and 105 women were received. Four 
men and one woman were discharged, and 
one man died. Of the admissions 83 men 
and 81 women were transferred from other 
institutions, 15 were committed directly by 
the courts, 17 were received upon the approv- 
al of a judge, and 10 as private voluntary

The daily average number of state patients 
was 4587, town patients 7527, private 
patients 669 The average rate of board 
paid by private patients was $4 21 a week. 
Tne weekly cost of maintenance for each 
patient was $4 62. About $1 a week should 
be added to this in allowance for supplies on 
hand May 2 and consumed prior to October 
1. This cost will be reduced as the number 
of patients increases, as their labor improves 
by teaching and development, and as a 
smaller proportion of helpless cases are 
received. More than 35 per cent are help- 
less, crippled or feeble. 

Great stress is laid upon the necessity for 
suitable employment for patients. Many 
bave never bad any regular occupation, and

Boys and men will be taught shoe- 
making, tailoring, printing, carpentry and 
other work. Twenty-four of the more de- 
mented men have been employed in grading 
and road building, 13 on the farm, two in the 
laundry, six in the kitchens, one each in the 
store and bakery, one doing clerical work in 
the office, and two as messengers and bell 
boys. Of the women, five have been doing 
general housework at the cottage, four at the 
administration building, two bave worked 
in the kitchens, 14 in the laundry, and 15 in 
the sewing-room. 





Monson Man Feels Abused, 


FD. Beach of Monson feels that he has 
beeu imposed upon by two of the selectmen. 
A tenant left her goods in Mr. Beach’s 
house whenshe went away from there with 
her expenses in arrears. She had lived in 
the house eight weeks and was sick all the 
time. Mrs. Beach took care of her, and Mr. 
Beach furnished coal and wood, as she was 
known to have money. At the end of six 
weeks she paid Mr. Beach $5 on account, 
and then refused to pay any more. Select- 
man Foskit then took thecase in hand and 
applied to State Agent White of Boston, 
who came to Monson and after looking into 
the matter allowed Mr. Beach $1a day for 
the 15 days the woman was there after appli- 
cation was made to him. He told Mr. Beach 
that ifthe woman had not disposed of her 
money she would probably pay her bill if 
she felt afraid that she would have trouble 
about her goods otherwise. She is now a 
state ward in Connecticut. Several days 
ago Mr. Foskit showed Mr. Beach a letter 
from her asking for some part of her prop- 
erty. Two or three days later, while Mr. 
and Mrs. Beach were out, Selectmen McCray 
and Foskit went to the house with a team, 
and finding the door of Mr. Beach’s part un- 
locked walked in, unlocked the front door, 
which the tenant did not’ hire, and carried 
nearly all of her goods down the stairs and 
loaded them into the wagon. Two or three 
articles of small value belonging to Mr. Beach 
were also removed, by mistake of course, and 


it is claimed that the carpet and wall paper 
were soiled and damaged in the doing of the 
work. After Mr. Beach appeared on the 
scene it is stated that there was a “ hot 
time,’ and the selectmen finally retreated. 
Mr. Beach does not claim that he could hold 
the goods according to law, but he doves 
claim that the selectmen had no right to take 
themjwithout papers and an officer.

The summer 
months of that year were spent in work at 
the old Jerry McAuley Misson, 316 Water 
street, New York, and in the fall he entered 
Yale Theological Seminary, graduating in 
the spring of ’93. Mr. Harrison did some 
preaching and misson work during his 
seminary course, and at its close accepted a 
call to become assistant pastor to Dr. 
Phillips of the Cuurch of the Redeemer, 
New Haven, during his first year with 
which he took a post-graduate course of 
study in the University. His chief work 
with the church was the superintendency of 
the Welcome Hall Mission. Mr. Harrison

The annual report of Secretary Hill of the 
state board of education contains some in- 
teresting figures. The number of children 
of school age, from 5 to 15 years, inclusive, on 
May 1, 1897, was 441,352, a gain of 9965 over 
the previous year. It would seem as if the 
figures ought to be up to 1898, but they are 
always a little slow. There were 1174 men 
teachers and 12,029 women, a gain of 54 men, 
and 306 women. The men get an average of 
$137.50 per month, a 5

while the women average only $5144 per 
month, a decrease of 76 cents. The total 
amount of money spent for public schools 
was $13,653,649, which was $1,263,011, more 
than in the previous year. Taking the 
average attendance in the public schools, 
the average cost per pupil was $25 22. The 
outlook for our educational system con- 
tinues good all along the line, as far as 
appears from the secretary’s .report. The 
much vexed question of parochial schools 
does not appear to be any nearer a solution. 
The Catholic church still withdraws its 
pupils from the public schools and pays for 


the cost, in addition to paying its share for 
the support of the public schools. The 
movement, however, seems to have reached 
its height, for the tigures show that there is 
a trifling reaction from high water mark. 
There are 418 private schools reported, 
which includes the parochials, with 73,470 
pupils, a gain of 4682, but Boston gained this 
number and eight more. So that, aside from 
Boston, the movement is at a standstill, 
while Boston’s gain is mostly due to increase 
of population. 

People who do not like to serve on juries 
will note with regret that Attorney General 
Knowlton does not believe in having 80 
many exemptions. In his annual report he 
suggests that the law be amended so thatthe 
exempted classes be reduced in order to 


raise the standard of the juries. At the 
same time, he would have the term for jury 
service reduced to two weeks. There are 
many exemptions for extremely busy men 
who cannot well afford to give their time. 
He wants their expert opinion on the juries. 
He admits the high character of Massachu- 
setts juries, but would have it still higher. 
Our people are too much disposed to run in 
debt. This warning has been sounded year 
after year. Yet our city and town debts con- 
tinue to pile up. Tax Commissioner Endi- 
cott, in his annual report, shows that the 
net debts of our cities and towns is $121,385,- 
139, against $115,798,889 the year before, and 
$104,000,000 the year before that. In no 
previous year has it been over $100,000,000. 
The percentage of the net debt to the valua- 
tion of the cities and towns is .043. This is 
larger than in any other year, except in 1877, 
78, ‘79 and ’81, when it was the same, and in 
1880, when it was .044. But the cities and 
towns keep right on piling up their debts as 
if they would never have to face a day of 
reckoning. The total tax levied on the peo- 
ple of the state last year was $54,502,117, of 
which 89 per cent was for the expenses of 
the cities and towns. Most of the remainder 
was for the counties. The expenses of the 
state government are actually an inapprecia- 
ble part ot the total. If the people want 
smaller taxes, the only practical way is for 
them to begin at home. They would never 
know the difference if the state had no taxes 
whatever. But the state continues to in- 
crease its debt, the same as the municipali- 
ties. During the last year it added over 
$2,000,000 to the net direct debt of the state, 
until it is now over $14,000,000. None of 
this is due this year, but ou January 1, 1900, 
there will come due $3,500,000, about, of the 
Boston, Hartford and Erie bonds. These 
are the last of the 5 per cent bonds outstand- 
ing, and the sinking fund will take care of 
them. Onan average, the state pays only 
.03475 per cent interest. favo.

Finished, 

The inquest in the Hastings grade crossilg 
accident, which occurred August 27th of last 
year, resulting in the death of six persons, 
which was postponed from September 23d, 
was resumed*in the district court before 
Judge Leach this afternoon. Train Agent 
Holton of the Boston and Maine road, and 
State Railroad Inspector Upton were present. 
Clarence E. Phinney, who was in the barge 
when it was struck, said he was on the rear 
end of the barge; all the curtains were 
up, and he sat facing the train which 
struck the barge; heard no whistle nor 
bell: the first he knew of the train’s 
presence was when the headlight ap- 
peared around the curve, The entire con- 
versation of the party after starting had been 
solely of whether the 
“scoot” train had passed, all supposing that 

it had. 

A.C. Cobb, living about half a mile from 
the crossing, had started for Forest Lake 
with his wife, and heard the continual blow- 
ing of the engine whistle after the accident; 
heard crossing signal of the 
whistle. 

William H. Moore, employed by Mr. 
Phinney, was putting a wagon in the barn 
when he heard the “scoot” coming; heard 
no whistle or bell; in a few moments heard 
the crash of the accident and went to the 
scene, where he found the victims

regarding the blowing of the whistle ‘that 
night, and reasserted that the whistle was 
blown.

Ridge Agency that stormy December night 
in °90. There were a number of us—all 
newspaper correspondents—and a few in- 
terpreters, officers and reservation em- 
ployes. The days previous had been full of 
excitement, for the Brulé and Ogallala Sioux 
were engaged in the Ghost Dance of 
Messiah Craze. About the Agency General 
Miles had grouped some 1500 troops; beyond 
their white tents clustered the dingy tepees 
of the Indians, some 800 of them. 





We greatly enjoyed those evenings in the 
hotel. They brought back to memory 
pictures of {the old West—staging, buffalo 
hunting, Indian fighting. And what a fund 
of information the scouts, interpreters and 
“old timers” poured into our willing ears! 
Each one could have talked all night and 
yet left the narration of his experiences un- 
finished then. We were especially interest- 
ed in the singular career of B. He had left 
a home in Connecticut, and after varied ex- 
periences in Iowa and Nebraska joined a 
company of miners and with them entered 
the new mining camp of Deadwood. He 
was then but seventeen years old. That 
same winter he carried the first mail out of 
Deadwood to the Missouri River. 

B. joined our circle while a scout was 
relating some experiences with stage robbers 
in the early seventies, and immediately 
entered into conversation. 


“So far as I know the smoothest trick, 
prompted by a desire to save money, ever 
played upon stage robbers occurred near 
Miles City in ’79.

HOW IT FEELS TO BE SHOT. 
Those who contemplate taking a share in 
the war as soldiers, correspondents, clergy- 
men or nurses, probably give an occasional 
thought to the possibility of being shot. 
I can satisfy curiosity as to the feeling of a 
Mauser bullet. My narrative is based on one 
Mauser bullet which shot away part of my 
back bone. 

When the Rough Riders ran into the am- 
buseade in which Hamilton Fish and others 
lost their lives, I first emptied my revolver 
at the enemy, and, with ap eye to the news 
for which I bad come, began to look around 
and make notes. A royal palm tree under 
which I was standing seemed to shiver. 
I saw three or four bullet holes in it above 
my head. 

I felt a blow in the back. It was neither 
violent nor painful. It was as though a 
friend had given mea light blow in play. 
I fell down. To my surprise I could not get 

| up. 

I had interrupted the course of a Mauser 

bullet. 

Those who contemplate going to the war, 
and those in the army who have not been 
shot, will be pleased to know that there is 
little pain immediately following a wound. 

The first persons to come to me were the 
Red Cross nurses to bandage me, and then a 
surgeon handled me over and told me I had 
only a few minutes to live. I believed him. 
His statement seemed to produce as little 
effect on me mentally as did the Mauser 
bullet physically. The mental and physical 
duliness and indifference must be attributed, 
I suppose, to the shock produced by the 
Mauser bullet. 

I saw a good many men wounded and 
about six killed very near me. Hight mena 
dozen yards away from me all dropped down 
one after another within sixty seconds. They 
fell close together ina quiet heap. There 
was not a jump, not a scream. I heard one 
mun say ina low voice, ‘I am hit.’ The 
others said nothing. 

It is a fact that every man struck by a 
Mauser bullet, no matter how slightly or on 
what part of the body, drops instantly. It 
seems as though the enormous force behind 
the bullet administers to the nerves, where- 
ever struck, a shock like that from a power- 
ful electric battery. 

We could not wave our arms or make any 
other movement, but we could talk. One 
chap said, ‘“Let’s sing a song to show those 
fellows we aren't dead.” So we sang the 
“Star Spangled Banner’ and another tune 
with a good deal of the tune left out. 

Pretty soon I began to feel as if red-hot 
needles were being stuck, slowly and de- 
liberately, into my spine, from one end to 
the other. This part of my experience was 
not pleasant, and does not call for extended 
description. I have learne d since that the 
burning sensation was due to small splinters 
of bone sticking iu the spinal cord. 

At this moment I am lying cool and com- 

fortable in St. Luke’s hospital, feeling 
very greatly obliged to the gentlemen on the 
“QOlivette’” to whose skillful operating and 
kindness I owe my life. 
- Thanks to the distinguished Mr. Roentgen, 
I shall soon know from: X-ray pictures just 
what the Mauser bullet did to me and where 
it is located at present.. I presume you will 
understand that a photograph showing the 
bullet which I collected at La Quisana will 
be very interesting to me at least. 

Concerning the conduct of the Americans 
in the field, as far as I was able to observe, 
I can only say that nobody showed any par- 
ticular anxiety to avoid the bullets or made 
any particular fuss after coming in contact 
with one. Once you are shot, you have the 
numb feeling that the Mauser gives and a 
general kind of an understanding with your- 
self that you will probably not be shot again 
for the present. Some men were shot 
several times in rapid succession, but they 
were unusually unlucky. 

As a newspaper man 1 should say that the 
principal disadvantage in helping to report 
a war resides in the fact that it will make 
other newspaper work seem rather dull — 
Edward Marshall, in the Cosmopolitan.

Nothing is wasted in Paris, and even at} 
the hotels and restaurants all of the food | 
that is left on the table after a patron has | 
finished his meal is saved carefully. This| 
is true not only in the third-class places, | 
where the leavings will be utilized in ra- 
gouts and other mysteries, but evenin the 
most famous of Parisian restaurants, and | 
dessert, salad, fish, are preserved, as well | 
as the meat and vegetables, which have} 
greater possibilities in the line of reincar- 
nation. A visit to one of the great Paris 
markets will explain the destination of the | 
collections of food scraps, and though oc- 
casional weak-stomached tourists obj-ct to 
this particular variety of French thrift, the 
scheme has much to commend it. 

Paris markets are not profitable fields for 
strangers of inquiring dispositions and weak 
stomachs. ‘The snails squirming frantically 
about in big pails, the live eels, writhing in 
water-tanks or on the chopping-boards, the 
many unattractive but delectable delicacies 
that are usually encountered only in a state 
of apotheosis on a French table, are discon- 
certing in their primitive state, and take 
away a man’s appetite. But the stalls where 
the hotel and restaurant food scraps are sold 
are really rather appetizing. The merchant 
who owns the stalls has an arrangement 
with certain hotels and restaurants, and 
each day calls for their refuse food. He pays 
little for it, and naturally the management 
cannot afford to have the food of different 
kinds collected separately. All of the frag- 
ments are put together, but they are saved 
in a careful and clean way. 

The merchant separates the food, putting | 
all the pieces of fish in one dish, the meat in | 
another, the potatoes in another. Then 
comes the test of his genius. It is not easy 
to make a plateful of those leavings look | 
savory and appetizing, but the thing way be | 
done more often than one would think possi- | 
ble, and the amount of art lavished upon 
the arrangement of those viands would make 
a man famous in America. The proprietor 
of the stall and madame, his wile, work culi- 
nary miracles with those despised leavings, 
which over bere would probably go to the 
garbage carts and be of use to no one. Mad- 
ame selects all the potatoes, arranges a pile 
of them on a paper or wooden plate, or some- 
times upon porcelain. Beside them she lays 
a small piece of beef, adds a spoonful of peas, 
garnishes the dish with parsley, lays a slice | 
of lemon on the meat, and le voila! Ut is in- 
finitely more appetizing than the food at the 
American cheap restaurant.

James Steuben Loomis and Nancy Jane 
Shaw were married by Rev. Dr. Ely of 
Monson Jan. 231, 1849. Two children have 
been burn to them, Mary Maria, now Mrs. 
Daniel Holden of Palmer, and James 
Gilbert, who died in infancy. 

Mr. Loomis is descended from Joseph 
Loomis, born about 1590 in Braintree, Essex 
Co., England, who settled in 1640 in 
Windsor, Conn. His ancestors have all 
lived in the Connecticut valley His line of 
descent is James Steuben’, Shem®, Shem§, 
Capt. Noabh*, Williaim®, Samuel?, Joseph!. 
James §. was born in Southwick, Mass., 
Nov. llth, 1824. He lived with his parents 
till he was twelve years of age, attending 
the common schools of the town; but wish- 
ing to obtain a better education than could 
be gained at home, he went to Springfield 
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Successful Oratorio at Ware. 
The oratorio ‘* Messiah "’ was presented in 
the East Congregational church in Ware 
Wednesday evening, under the auspices of

The entire concert 
was worthy of much praise, especially the 
selection in the first part by the quartette 
and chorus, “ For unto us a child is born,” 
and the full chorus in “* Glory to God.” Mr. 
Anderson’s bass solo, '* Why doth nations?” 
and Mrs. Moore’s, ‘‘ Thou shalt break them,” 
were especially well rendered.

Lloyd about eighteen months, then returne d 
to Springfield and was employed about two 
years in the furniture house of Nelson 
Crocker. It was about this time that Mr. 
Crocker conceived the novel idea of keeping 
a few coflins on hand, which caused no end 
of comment, as it was considered in very 
bad taste to have coffins made in advance of 
a possible customer's death. 

About 1846 Mr. Loomis came to Palmer 
and boughta half interest in the furniture 
business of Augustus Longley on South Main 
street. He soon bought out Mr. Longley’s 
interest aud conducted the business alone. 
As he was then limited in means, success 
meant hard work and sixteen hours a day, 
but he was bound to win, and he did. He 
hired four men and they made much of the 
furnitura sold save chairs and bedsteads, 
but in those days all furniture was finished 
by the dealer. He was prompt in his pay- 
ments and soon established his credit, and 
he gradually built up a paying business. He 
bad laid the sure foundation for success, and 
secured it by deserving it, coupled with 
good judgment and close attention to affairs. 
About thirty years ago he sold an interest to 
his brother, Henry G., who later bought the 
entire business. Mr. Loomis again purchased 
an interest with his brother, Lawrence, 
finally selling him the entire business some 
eleven years ago, since which time he has 
lived in well-earned retirement. 

Mr. Loomis has always been a prominent 
Republican, and represented bis party and 
district in the Legislature of 1865, was 
county commissioner four years, 1571-1874, 
and served as selectman and overseer of the 
poor eight years, during a part of which 
time he was actively engaged in securing 
men to weet the demands of the government 
to put down the rebellion, which added task 
he performed with promptness and good 
judgment. He has been connected many 
years with the Palmer Savings Bank as a 
director and a member of the board of in- 
vestment. He bas also held many other 
positions of honor and trust. He also has 
the honor of being the senior surviving 
member of Thomas lodge of Masons. 

Mrs. Nancy Jane (Shaw) Loomis was born 
in Monson February 2d, 1828, daughter of 
the late Jotham and Maria Vinton Shaw. 
She is the only surviving member of a family 
of six daughters and oneson. She received 
her education in the public schools of her 
native town and in Westfield and Monson 
Academies. She has always lived in Palmer 
since her marriage. She was for many years 
a prominent member of the choir of the 
Second Congregational church, and has 
always taken a deep interest and an active 
part in the affairs of this church, of which 
she has long been a member. 

If the well wishing of friends may be 
realized, added years will yet round out the 
serene autumn of this couple, whose later 
days shall reflect the peace so well earned 
by long lives of activity and usefulness.

Their 
trade iy endangered because other states will 
not admit our stock, some of them, unless it 
is certitied to as clean. Prof. Fernald said 
that it is not political influence at all in 
Germany which leads to legislation against 
our agricultural prodacts, but genuine fear 
of dangerous infection. Last March Canada 
passed a law excluding our nursery stock. 
Switzerland has also done the same, and it 
is contemplated in France and England. 
So both our home interests and our trade 
abroad demand furth-r protection. 

The assessment life insurance people are 
much disturbed over the recommendation of 
Gov. Wolcott that something be done to pre- 
vent further operations of such companies as 
the Massachusetts Mutual Benefit and the 
Bay State They attend the 
committee hearings in large number and 
insist that the life insurance business ought 
not to be turned over to a monopoly of the 
old line companies. All that the pablic 
authorities want is sufticient protection of 
the public, and any plan which secures that 
will be satisfactory. But speculators must 
not plunder the public longer.

I have repeatedly 
interrupted them at their meals, and seen 
the perfectly sound, half-eaten acorns. They 
eat them in the shell as some people eat 
eggs.” “But what about the worms?” ‘I 
suppose,” I said, “that when they come to a 
wormy one they eat both the worm and 
acorn. Anyhow, they eat the sound ones 
when they can’t find anything they like 
better, and from the time they store them 
until they are used they guard them, and 
woe to the squirrel or jay caught stealing. —

In a cot alongside of Post was another 
Tist boy, George J. Hanlon of Co. D, a fever 
patient also.

A CLOCK THAT RUNS A YEAR. 


A Kankakee county man is the possessor 
of one of the most wonderful clocks in the 
country. This clock is as near a perpetual 
motion machine as any piece 
yet designed. The owner is an exceedingly 
ingenious jeweler, Peter M. 
Cabery. The clock is the product of many 
years of study 
It keeps accurate time and will

from its owner. 

The clock proper is run with a wheel 60 
inches in circumference. From the outer 
surface of the circumference are suspended 
120 cups, each one-half inch in diameter, and 
a third ofan inch deep. Each of 40 of these 
cups, which contain 
balls three-eights of an inch in diameter. 
Every minute and a half, as this wheel turns 
by the weight of these balls, one of them 
falls out of its cup, rolls down an inclined 
plane 20 inches long, when by its own weight, 
it reunites a broken circuit of electricity and 
is again elevated by a little car traveling 
along a steeper inclined plane to the top of 
the wheel, where it falls into a cup which 
stands vertical for a short time. 

After the car discharges its cargo it returns 
to its original station from its own weight. 
From the time one of these balls is dropped 
into a cup until it is again dropped into 
another cup it travels 36 inches. Thus the 
work done by all the balls is equivalent to 
one ball traveling over a mile a day, 400 
miles in one year, and during the lifetime 
of a person living three score years, the 
distance around the globe. 

The electricity used is generated in an 
ordinary storage battery, which does not 
require any attention for fully a year. 

Another clock owned by Mr. Ravenskilde 
is of a very similar construction, but con- 
siderably smaller. This clock is used to 
attract attention to the store. A porcelain 
globe is placed back of the clock and at 
night, green, red and white electric lights 
reflect. their rays alternately on the face of 
the clock, the colors being changed each 
time the ball is discharged from one of the 
cups on the timepiece. 

Mr. Ravenskilde has had many offers to 
exhibit his clocks, but refuses to do so, and 
so far he has not had the mechanism pat- 
ented —Chicago Chronicle.

HE PREACHED BY PROXY. 


A Tlessage from Rev. M. K. Cross of lowa 
to His Former Church in Thorndike.

named Lydia, of the city of Thyatira. 
She was undistinguisbable from others in 
the crowd to whom Paul preached out on 
the banks of the river Gaggitas, where a 
prayer meeting was in progress. But Lydia 
was in a very different state of mind from 
some of the others, which led to very dif- 
ferent results. It is recorded tbat the Lord 
opened her heart so that she attended unto 
the things which were spoken by Paul. It 


is important to inquire how the Lord opened 
Lydia’s heart to attend unto the word! 
Was it by a mere act of divine sovereignty, 
without regard to other conditions? Or did 
she berself have some voluntary partin the 
transaction? Letus see. ‘A certain woman,” 
so the record runs, ‘which worshipped God, 
heard us, whose heart the Lord opened.” 
Tt seems that she was already, ip some sense, 
a worshipper of Godin a conscientious, in- 
quiring state of mind, and it was in that 
state that the spirit of the Lord opened her 
heart to receive the gospel message, and to 
attend practically. Thus there was some- 
thing in her own previous chosen state of 
mind, as well as in the direct influence 
exerted upon her, which prepared her to 
receive the message which Paul delivered. 
The practical bearing and importance of 
this initial fact should he carefully considered 
at the outset. When I was a young man in 
college I became much interested in one of 
our early Americar authors who is but little 
read in these days, R. H. Dana, Sr. One 
passage in particular, in one of his pieces, 
impressed me as very fine rhetorically, and 
as philosophical as it was beautiful. It has 
never fided from my recollection amidst all 
the floods of literature of later date, and it 
seems to me just as true and good to-day as 
it did when I was a junior in college in 1836 
“T cannot,” he says, “So separate the natures 
of the mind and senses as some would do 
And when my wind is fair and open and my 
soul right, there is not a flower that does not 
move my heart to feel towards it asa child 
of God.’ “What makes my soul’s chief 
earthly happiness would be my misery did I 
not believe it eternal, like the soul itself 
To die will be but the full opening of this 
same mind, with all its good affections, to 
the light and the sweet air of heaven.” 

An open beart and mind to all truth, from 
whatsoever source, is the essential condition 
of widsom and goodness. It is the door 
through which truth and light on any 
subject must enter. There is ample room 
and scope for all essential truth to enter 
every human soul, when once the door ix 
freely and fully opened. All cannot of 
course receive truth in the same ample 
measure as the most gifted poets, statesmen 
and philosophers do, but all can admit 
enough to be their guide and light through 
the way in which they are called to go 
And many of us, if we would earnestly see 
the light and use it promptly as it comes to 
us, would be surprised at the new face 
coming on many objects which now seem to 
us altogether commonplace. Mr. Bryant 
said that, when he first opened the poems 
of Wordsworth, “a thousand springs seemed 
to gush up at once in his heart; and the face 
of nature, of a sudden, to change into a 
strange freshness and life.” And Mr. Dana, 
in relating the circumstance says of himself: 
“Tf I could,in my humble way, awaken some 
young man, of however inferior powers to 
our delightiul port, to a sensation in any 
degree like this, I would bless God for it the 
remainder of my days’’ Why mav we not 
all of us share in this blessed i!lumination 
and edification? As Christians especially. 
why should we net come up out of the 
wilderness ef this world into the garden of 
the Lord, and upon the mountains of Zion 
whence we may look off into the celestial 
country? 

The way is surely plain and free to all 
who come with a willing mind. Alas that, 
asin the proverb, a price should be put into 
our hands to get wisdom, and we have no 
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The Highest Degree of

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heart to it. We must wait for the 
grand opening to come to us. But 
in what attitade should we wait? 


Must we sit down or go abroad carelessly or 
passively, expecting some sudden appear- 
ance to strike us down, after the manner of 
Saul? Thatis not the way wise men doin 
matters of a worldly or scientific kind. They 
use all diligence to obtain the boon they de- 
sire. They watch and wait for the oppor- 
tunity in a state of readiness to embrace it 
as soon as it appears But in the present 
case, in spiritual matters, the opportunity is 
already at hand waiting for us to open our 
minds and receive it The Lord Hiwself is 
waiting to be gracious to His people: “At 
the voice of thy cry He will bear it and 
answer thee”’ And again: ‘Before they 
call I will answer, and while they are yet 
speaking I will hear.” The case is too plain 
to need arguing. 

Lydia was not out on that river bank wait- 
ing indifferently and heedlessly fora tlish 
from heaven to open her heart. She was 
there ina recipient mood of mind, a con- 
scientious worshipper of God, according to 
the light she hid, looking and_ listening 
eagerly for more, When the new light came 
to her. Not that it never comes unsought, 
as it did in the case of Saul of Tarsus. But 
the two cases are in no wise parallel. Iam 
speaking now to those who are worshippers 
of God, as Lydia was, and in need of larger 
liberty and greater fruitfulocss in the 
Christian life; to all such as are included in 
this category. the words of the Master are 
applicable, “To bim that hath’—i.e, who 
hath improved his talents—‘shall more be 
given,” etc. The whole multitude of 
prophets and apostles, martyrs and re- 
formers of every age, in every department 
of life, belong in this class. From 
David, keeping his father’s sheep in_ the 
solitude of the mountains, to the humblest 
disciple in the kingdom of Christ, it is those 
who seek who find the pearl of great price, 
not those who idly wait for it to come to 
them. “He that seeketh, findeth, and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened.’? What 
shall be opened? Not only the mysteries of 
the kingdom of heaven, but the very ‘secret 
of the Lord is with them that fear Him, and 
the glories of His kingdom will He show

You know the answer Jesus gave to 
those who asked Him. Houses, lands, 
friends, not without afflictions, and in the 
end eternal life. And this was not to be con- 
tined to the primitive disciples. There are 
testimonies in abundance of later date. Here 
js one, by no means solitary, in the verse of 
a hymn, set to music by one of our American 
composers in the sume exultant spirit as the 
hymn: 
“Since first Thy word awoke my heart, 
Lika new life dawning o’er me, 
Where’er I turn my eyes, Thou art, 
All light and love before me. 
Naught else I feel, or hear, or see, 
All bonds of earth I sever; 
Thee alone, yea, only Thee, 
lL live for, now and ever.” 


It would be easy, without resorting to the 
noisy and sentimental songs so often heard 
in modern assewblies, to adduce the testi- 
mony of our chief poets and authors in prose, 
to the same lofty position of a soul heartily 
consecrated to the highest service. 

We will cite a poem which all surely can 
appreciate, founded on the story of Samuel 
as recorded in the third chapter of the first 
book of Samuel. It is as you will see, in 
large part a prayer for an open mind and 
heart. I wish we could all unite in singing 
it with the spirit. Let us all, old and young, 
especially the children and young people, 
make the prayer our own as in the hymop 
written by a Scotch preacher of rare char- 
acter, trained under the famous Dr. 
Chalmers of the Free Church of Scotland :— 


“Hushed was the evening hymn, 

The temple courts were dark ; 
The lamp was burning dim 

Before the sacred ark; 
When suddenly a voice divine 
Rang through the silence of the shrine. 
The old man meek and mild, 

The priest of Israel, slept;— 
His watch, the temple child, 

The little Levite, kept; 
And what from Eli’s sense was sealed, 
The Lord to Hannah's son revealed. 
Oh give me Samuel's ear, 

The open ear, O Lord; 
Alive and quick to hear 

Each whisper of Thy word; 
Like him to answer at Thy call, 
And to obev Thee first of all, 
Oh give ne Samuel's heart, 

A lowly heart that waits 
Where in Thy house Thou art, 

Or watches at Thy gates 
By day and night; a heart that still 
Moves at the breathing of Thy will 
Ob, give me Samuel’s mind, 

A sweet unmurmuring faith, 
Obedient and resigned 

To Thee in life and death; 
That I may read with child-like eyes 
Thou that are hidden from the wise.”

“Behold I bave set before thee an open 
door and no man can sbut it’ ‘Behold 
I stand at the door and knock, if any man 
hear my voice and open the door I wil) come 
in to him and will sup with him, and he with 
me.” These texts have almost always been 
used for sermons to the unconverted, 
whereas they were addressed originally to 
churches, and should be preached to them 
now. Whatif all our churches and congre- 
gations were to be present on the Sabbath 
and at the weekly prayer meeting in the 
spirit of those words of the Master? Do 
you think it would be necessary for us to 
send away for an evangelist to secure a 
revival ? 

Nay, verily, a revival would already 
bave begun, and one of the very best kind. 
What a grand impression and mumentum a 
minister would have to start with, if on 
entering his pulpit he saw the whole con- 
gregation before him ready and waiting for 
the message he bad to deliver! He could 
hardly help being eloquent in such a case. 
The great Nelson of English fame ascribed 
his marvelous success to be always fifteen 
minutes ahead of time. Fifteen minutes 
ahead of time may not be necessary, and 
may have been all right for a general; but 
fifteen minutes Sehind time is all wrong for 
anybody, especially for a Christian. What 
a contrast between the sauntering in, one 
after another during the «pening services, 80 
often witnessed in our churches, as if these 
were of no sort of consequence, and the 
congregation that greeted the apostle at 
Cesarea, to whom Cornelius said: ‘Now 
therefore are we all here present before God, 
to hear all things that are commanded thee 
of God.” No wonder that while Peter was 
yet speaking, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them that heard the word. There was no 
need of an “after meeting” to stir up the 
people. And there would be none now if 
the people would stir up themselves and be 
on hand promptly with an open heart and 
mind to receive the word 

Whatever hindrances or difficulties may 
lie in the way of a prompt response to the

call of duty must be surmounted prayerfully 
and resolutely, as David the king declares 
in the 27th Psalm: ‘‘When thou saids’t, 
seek ye my face, my heart said unto Thee, 
Thy face Lord, will I seek.”” There was no 
delay between the commana and the re- 
sponse, and the answering recompense was 
equally prompt and satisfactory. But how 
many of us Christians are compelled to ex- 
claim with St. Augustine, even when we 
fain would be loyal and obedient, “Too late 
did I love thee, thou primeval beauty.”

“Pull oft, when in my heart was heard 
Thy timely mandate, I deferred 

The task in smoother walks to stray; 

But thee I now would serve more strictly, 
If I may.”

Wordsworth have, or ought to have, by 
heart; in which the poet desires to bring 
into high relief the perfect play of our moral 
nature, wherein acts of virtue pass into the 
glorious freedom and liberty which are 
proper to man.”’ 


“Glad hearts without reproach or blot, 
Who do Thy work and know it not; 
Long may the kindly impulse last.” 


Most of us, however, have so long ‘‘de- 
ferred the timely mandate,”’ that we shall 
surely know it when we ‘do the work,” and 
others will know it, and the news will 
spread and new altar-fires be kindled on 
which the incense of gratitude and praise 
shall ascend to Him who hath saved us and 
“called us with an holy calling.” 





Narrow Escape From a Grade Crossing 
Accident. 


What promised to be a grade crossing 
fatality was narrowly averted at the upper 
crossing in Thorndike Monday evening.

His infirmity 
prevented him from taking un active part in 
his business, but he was fond of riding, and 
in pleasant weather was often seen driving 
through the screet with some friend that he 
had picked up on the way. 

The funeral was held at his late residence 
Tuesday afternoon. Owing to the lateness 
of the 148 train, which brought numerous 
friends, the services did not begin until 
nearly three o’clock. All the stores in town 
were closed a portion of the afternoon. Rey. 
Harry Blackford of Cincinnati, Obio, for- 
merly pastor of the Universalist church in 
Monson, conducted the services, assisted by 
Rev. C. C. Conner, the present pastor of the 
church. Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Norcross dur- 
ing the service sang “O cease, my wandering 
soul,” and “Beyond the smiling and the weep- 
ing.’ Rev. C. C. Conner offered prayer, and 
Rev. Harry Blackford, after reading portions 
from the scriptures, spoke as follows: 

This hour is sacred time; for in it we have 
been summoned by the angel of death to fol- 
low in his footsteps down to the valley of 
dark shadows and to stand upon the brink 
of the silent river across which one of our 
number has so recently passed. And though 
we shall one day make the same journey 
and join him on that other side, yet does the 
separation, brief though it may be, fill our 
hearts with grief and sorrow. The severing 
of these earthly ties which unite us to each 
other is always attended with pain and 
anguish of soul. By the associations and 
relationships of life our hearts are knit to- 
gether in love and affection; and when one 
is summoned yonder, it comes as a shock to 
those who linger yet a little longer. So it 
was with him whose taking away we mouro 
to-day. Even those whose good fortune it 
was to know him intimately will now begin 
more fully to appreciate how large a place he 
has occupied in their lives. To us all the 
loss comes as a personal one. We miss the 
accustomed greeting of a friend. Though 
his departure was not unexpected, and his 
waving strength had prep red us in a 
measure lor the inevitable, yet when the 
cold, unfeeling wires brought the unwelcome 
news, the heaving heart aud moistened eyes 
but registered the intensity of the shock 
which it gave. To-day we assemble here to 
mingle our tears in sorrow and to pay to bim 
a last tribute of respect But though he has 
vanished from our sight he shall not pass 
from our minds. His memory shall ever be 
cherished as an inspiration to us through ail 
the years of our own pilgrimage. 

He was a man of rare parts and great 
power. In him had the struggle of life but

Mrs. Whiting Sues the Boston and Maine 
Railroad for $50,000. 

Mrs. Sarah A. Whiting, through her attor- 
ney, R. H. Knight of Springtield, has entered 
suit against the Boston and Maine railroad 
company for $50,000 damages, an outcome of 
the horrible grade crossing accident near 
Forest Lake in August of last year. In the 
accident Mrs. Whiting lost a husband, two 
daughters and a son and grandson, besides 
being crippled for life. The plaintiff’s dec- 
laration siates that the plaintiff was injured 
at the Hastings crossing in that part of the 
town of Palmer known Thorndike, on 
August 27th, 1895, by being struck by a loco- 
motive owned and operated by the defendant 
company. A signboard is tr quired at the 
crossing, and it is also required that the 
engine whistle shall be blown and the bell 
sounded 80 rods from the crossing. 

An electric signal bell is also required at 
the crossing, and a flagman is required to be 
stationed there. The plaintiff alleges that

He acted 
only after he bad given the matter the most 
careful and deliberate consideration. Such 
care did not save him from all mistakes, but 
it did prevent his doing anything ill-advised 
or rash. When once he had mapped out a 
line of action he carried it out with a per- 
sistent determination to bring it to a success- 
ful issue. Never has it been my lot to know 
a wan with stronger will, yet not willful. 
It was this which for many years enabled 
him so successfully to battle against disease 
and personally direct all bis affairs to the 
very day of his death. He maintained his 
interest is all that affected human life where 
many another would have resigned himself 
to inaction, and would have lost ali interest 
in the well-being and concern of those about 
him. In the management of his business he 
was not solely concerned with the return 
which it brought in dividends. He was ever 
mindful of those whom he employed, and 
guarded well their interests. The unfeigned 
sorrow, the quivering lips and tear-dimmed 
eyes of those who served him longest and 
knew him best, but speak their appreciation 
of his kindly interest and sympathy.

Legislature 
Market Club in the evening, that 
session of the Legislature, in joint conven- 
tion, will be held Friday morning and an 
opportunity for handshaking will be extend- 
ed. The president will make no speech of 
length, that being delivered the evening be- 
fore and being now under preparation, as we 
are informed from Washington. 

The assessment insurance issue is once 
more before the Legislature in a somewhat 
acute form. Nothing was done last year 
with the recommendation of Gov. Wolcott 
that the law onght to be repealed which per- 
mitted the organization of such companies as 
the Massachusetts Mutual Benefit Life Asso- 
ciation, the Bay State Beneficiary, and the 
like, which went down amid the condemna- 
tion and loss of plundered policy-holders. 
But nothing was dope. This year the same 
stand, practically, has been taken by the 
governor. There has been presented a bill 
to regulate the conduct of life insurance 
business which is designed to remove the 
objections of the governor and of the insur- 
ance department to the present law, and yet 
to permit the continuance of the assessment 
business. Some of the leaders of the old 
assessment system have been trying to make 
out a case for their side, but it is evident 
that they have failed to convince the com- 
mittee. From remarks of the insurance 
commissioner, it looks as if it were practi- 
cally impossible to make the assessment 
system perfectly safe, like the old line life 
companies, unless it is surrounded by safe- 
guards which give them no advantage over 
the old line plan. The system of ‘‘pass-the- 
hat” insurance has had long and painful 
trial in Massachusetts. It has wrecked 
many small private fortunes. It has played 
into the hands of many unscrupulous rascals, 
it has set up some unprincipled men for life 
upon the property which they have swindled 
out of their victims, but it has not been an 
addition to the science or to the safe practice 
of insurance, and it seems as if its days were 
numbered. 

The agricultural college has been before 
the Legislature once more this week on the 
resolve to appropriate $10,000 annually for 
the maintenance of the college. This sum 
is asked for because the decline of income 
from the invested funds of the college and 
the increase of expenses make it impossible 
to do as well as before and not run in debt. 
Already there isa deficit of some $4500, and 
unless the state gives permanent aid the 
efficiency of the college will be crippled. 
Other colleges get large private gifts and so 
are able to piece out their otherwise in- 
sufficient tuition fees, but people do not give 
money to the agricultural college because it 
is a state institution and the state must look 
out for it. New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and other large states give far more liberally 
to their colleges than does Massachusetts, 
for we give only $10,000 a year. President 
Goodell was put through a sharp examina- 
tion by the committee on agriculture regard- 
ing the work and prospect of the college, 
and he made out a showing which would 
silence the hostile critics. It seems that 
most of the students would get no college 
education were it not for this opportunity. 
Three-fourths of the students are entitled to 
aid from the labor fund (which gives them a 
chance to work on the farm and be paid for 
it), and their records prove that they are 
as well worth educating as the students of 
the classical colleges. Ont of the 1000 who 
have been at the college, 350 are farming for 
themselves, 50 more are farm superintend- 
ents; other are market gardeners, florists, 
civil engineers, chemists, veterinarians and 
so on in line with their education. Noone 
opposed the appropriation. 

The feeling against the state highway com- 
mission has reached the point where it 
makes a demonstration at the state house. 
It comes from Essex county, and a delega- 
tion from Bristol county was intending to 
appear at the hearing Wednesday, but the 
storm prevented. Part of the feeling is 
doubtless due to jealousy. Itis almost im- 
possible to reach a basis of dividing the 
money which shall appear just to all parties 
concerned. The distribution is made ac- 
cording to the mileage of the several coun- 
ties, but it might be made on the basis of 
population, for that would be according to 
the people to be benefited; or it might be 
made ou the basis of wealth, for that would 
be according to the proportion which peeple 
had to pay forit. Those who suffer by the 
present system see plenty of reason why 
some other basis of distribution would be 
better. Some believe that the commission is 
altogether too costly, others have a griev- 
ance because the towns are given only 15 
minutes or half an hour when they present 
their cases before the board. Just what the 
raid will amount to it is impossible to tell 
now, but if the public has any idea of carry- 
ing on the system and getting continuous 
lines of state roads, it will have to defend 
the commission, or transfer equal powers to 
other men. The appropriations thus far 
heve been made for only short pieces of road, 
apd no community has more than a taste. 
But this was the only way of beginning with 
a Legislature composed of representatives of 
many localities, each jealous of every other. 
One plan is to give the work of the state 
commission to the several county commis- 
sioners.

“NEIGHBORHOOD NOTES. 


MONSON. 


Universalist Church. 

The topic of Rev. C. C. Conner’s sermon 
last Sunday morning, introductory to his 
pastorate al Monson, was “The Universalist 
church interpretative of the purpose and 
work of the Church universal.” He said in 
part: 

“Qur cburch is Christian, with the empha- 
sis upon the spirit and work and outcome of 
Christianity rather than upon name or creed 
or sect. Universalism is the synopym of 


that Christianity which is to be made 
triumphant after the will and command ot 
its founder, unto the blessing of all families 
and kindreds aad nations. It is a truth 
potentially world-wide, and is to be actually 
wrought by the agencies of God in His way 
and time. Tbe Christian church is to repre- 
sent in its membership the love of Christ 
and the purpose of God toward men. It is 
to labor in the spirit of the Master for the 
redemption and blessing of mankind. Each 
sect or denomination of Christendom must 
be thus consecrated, or the name upon its lips 
loses meaning. As a body of believers, we 
are set to study Gods way, we are commis- 
sioned to keep the tones of prophecy clear 
and certain, we are to apply our religion to 
the needs of the time in which we live, we 
are to prove our calling by the deeds we do, 
and make another of the agencies that work 
the works of God.” 

With the announcements he said to his 
parisbioners: 

“My bome shall soon be in your midst, 
and I shall be fully ready for work with 
you. We have assumed the relations of 
pastor and people. It will be my aim to 
conserve the good that has been achieved in 
the years before me here, and to add unto it 
as lam able with your sympathy and inter- 
est and cooperation. I want to be the per- 
sonal friend of each one, and you may come 
to me freely in joy and svurrow alike. I 
shall try to be your faithful minister. My 
predecessor, whom you will continue to 
cherish with my full sanction, bas intro- 
duced us to each other and has virtually 
copsumwmated our union. And I trust that 
memory and hope with you may blend to- 
gether asone. While I sympathize with the 
deep regard you have for your late pastor, I 
will not ask that your love for him and bis 
may be transferred to me and mine. I only 
ask that you leave a place vacant for us tu 
take at your side.

Death of Elijah Allen. 
Elijah Allen, 76, a well-known and highly- 
esteemed citizen of Brimfield, died at his 
home last Friday afternoon. He had been 
in failing health for a year or two past, but 
in spite of bodily weakness he had kept ac- 
tive to the last, being prostrated for a day 
only. The news of his death came with a 
shock to bis townspeople. Mr. Allen was 
collector of taxes, which office he had held 
for several years, and he had the position 
of janitor of the town hall at the time 
of his death. His life had been one of 
usefulness in the town, and his death has 
removed one more citizen belonging to a 
generation now fast passing away, who will 
be greatly missed. He was a deacon in the 
Second Congregational church, and was clerk 
of that church when its services were dis- 
continued by reason of the death of Rev. Mr. 
Peirce. Mr. Allen was engaged in trade in 
town for a number of years, having 
at one time carried on the ** Union store,” 
and, later, holding a position in same store 
when it was owned by G. M. Hitchcock. In 
more recent years he held a responsible po- 
sition in Converse’s sture, and in the post 
oftice when it was kept in the store building 
Mr. Allen kept up his kindly interest in 
others and his interest in the welfare of his 
town to the last, and it was remarkable that 
his active service should be continued at 
such an advanced age and in the face of 
physical weakness which he courageously 
met He is pleasantly associated with the 
town library, the care of the library room 
being included in his duties at the town 
house. His fine courtesy and his attentive 
care for the comfort of those engaged at the 
library will long be remembered, and the 
venerable presence there of one who pos- 
sessed such a wide acquaintance with the 
life of the town and who had been so 
associated with its history, was impressive. 
Elijah Allen was born in Brimfield, 
September 17th, 1822. He was the son of 
Sanders Allen, whose father bought the 
farm, still in possession of the Allen family, 
of the descendants of the Apostle Eliot, the 
estate being a part of a large tract situated 
in the east part of Brimfield and in Stur- 
bridge, purchased by Eliot of the Indians 
among whom he preached. The Allen 
homestead is now owned by Grorge S, a 
brother of the late Elijah Allen. Mr. Allet. 
was twice married. His first marriage was 
to Miss Sarah E Woods, a sister of the 
late Joseph L. Woods. He was married 
July 18, 1858, to Miss Ursula McFarland, 
who survives him. He leaves a son, 
Marsha!i W. of Worcester, a sister, 
Mrs. Emily Woods of Worcester, and two 
brothers, George Sumner Allen of Brimfield 
and Henry A Allen. The funeral was held 
at his late residence Monday afternoon.

OUR NATIONAL HOMES FOR DIS- 
ABLED VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS. 


BY HARRY. 





Republics are not always ungrateful, and 
surely the veteran soldiers of our great coun- 
try must feel that the government is doing 
its share in caring for the sick and disabled 
of their number. One of the most striking 
proofs of this is found in the numerous state 
soldiers’ homes, and in the seven branches 
of the national home for disabled volunteers. 
The seven branches are located as follows: 
Central branch (the oldest and largest) at 
Dayton, Ohio, Northwestern branch at Mil- 
waukie, Wis., Western branch at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., Pacific branch at San Monica, 
Cal., Southern branch at Hampton, Va., 
Eastern branch at Togus, Me., and Marion 
branch at Marion, Ind. There is another 
branch just completed at Danville, 1il., but 
at the time this sketch was written, was not 
ready for occupancy. 

As a description of one branch will serve 
(except in minor details) for a description of 
all the homes, we will speak of the Marion 
branch, as it possesses all the latest devised 
improvements required for the benefits of its 
inmates. The Marion branch was estab- 
lished by an act authorizing its board of 
managers to locate the institution in Grant 
county, Indiana, passed by the Fifty-first 
Congress through the efforts of Colonel 
George W. Steele, who was later made one 
of the board of managers, and is located two 
and one-half miles south-east of Marion, and 
the same distance north of Gas City, in the 
heart of the natural gas region. An electric 
railway connecting these two cities passes 
along the west side of the Home, and sends 
a brauch line into the grounds. The Big 
Four railway one-half mile to the west has a 
switch running into the grounds, and the 
Pennsylvania railway crosses the north-east 
corner of the Home farm. So the place is 
easy of access for visitors. The Home farm 
contains 235 acres, about on3-fourth of which 
is covered by a native forest. The Mis- 
sissnewa river—its name signifying ‘‘the 
beautiful’’—bounds the grounds on the east 
and south. 


The visitor enters at the north-west 
corner, at the intersection of Jonesboro 
road and College avenue, and winding back 
through the campus for half a mile, Brown 
avenue leads to the site of the principal 
buildings. The first of these form a double 
row of barracks—six in all. Justin front of 
these buildings and on the margin of the 
campus, to be seen far and near, is the flag- 
staff of 112 feet high, from which floats the 
emblem that the veterans so gallantly fought 
tosave. Back of the first group of barracks 
—a hundred yards—is a series of buildings 
arranged in the form of acresent. They are 
the building constituting the hospital, head- 
quarters building, and the building devoted 
to quarter-master’s and commissary pur- 
poses. In the space intervening between 
these two groups are the Stinson Memorial 
hall, dining hall, kitchen, home store, and 
laundry. On Cemetery avenue, just back of 
headquarters, is the second group of 
barracks, three in number. With the ex- 
ception of the home store and the laundry, 
these buildings are all of brick and two 
stories in height. The barracks and hospi- 
tal have wide inviting verandas which, 
together with slate roofs, hipped, and gabled 
into a multiplicity of angles, give to the 
buildings a very pleasing appearance. Com- 
position stone walks surround nearly all the 
buildings, and a series of neatly kept 
avenues renders every portion of the 
grounds easily accessible. One of these 
avenues, Black road, leading back through 
the grove to the river, follows the stream in

its winding past the Home, making a very 
pleasant driveway. 

The governor, Colonel Justin H. Chap- 
man, is a native of Connecticut, and from 
that state, responded to President Lincoln’s 
call for troops in April, 1861, He was at 
once commissioned first lieutenant of Co. 
B, First Connecticut Infantry. In recog- 
nition of his services at the battle of Bull 
Run he received special mention in the 
official reports. At the expiration of the 
three months’ enlistment, he was made 
Captain of Co. B, Fifth Connecticut In- 
fautry. At the battle of Cedar Mountain 
a wound iu his right leg necessitated 
the amputation of that member. He was 





captured soon afterward, and confined many 
months in Libby prison. After his exchange 
he was sent into recruiting service, and later 
was transferred to the Veteran Reserve 
Corps. At the time of his discharge—Janu- 
ary, 1868—he was chief commissary of sub- 
sistence of the sub-district of Mississippi, of 
the staff of Major-General A. S. Gillen. Col. 
Chapman’s association with National Homes 
began at the Dayton branch, where he 
served successively as postmaster, adjutant, 
quartermaster and comumissary. In April, 
1890, he was appointed treasurer of the 
Marion branch, and in February, 1891, pro- 
moted to the governorship. The treasurer, 
Major H. O. Heichert, is a native of Penn- 
sylvania. During the war he served in the 
72d Indiana Infantry, one of the regi- 
ments constituting the famous ‘Wilder’s 
Brigade.” He was appointed treasurer 
January 1, 1892. The surgeon, Dr. DA, 
| Kimball, was born in Ohio, and is a graduate 
of Rush Medical College of Chicago, and of 
Bellevue, New York. During the war he 
served as assistant surgeon of the 48th In- 





diana Infantry, and later earned for himself 


an enviable professional reputation through- 


out North Central Indiana. He assumed 
the duties of the surgeonship in May, 1590.

the halls and stairways, 
quarters for the company captain, linen 
closets, and bath rooms. 
of the building are two sleeping wards. 


These wards were intended to accommodate 


25 members each—100 tothe barrack. The 
demand for admission, however, has been 
such as to necessitate not only the over 


crowding of the wards, but the utilization of 


the attics. In this way each barrack has 
been made to quarter nearly twice the 
number of men for which it was designed. 
Besides a comfortable bed, each man is 
supplied with a chair and a neat locker, into 
which he stows his belongings. The wards 
are heated and lighted by natural gas. 
There are in each ward three large open fire- 
places of antique design. These not only 
throw forth a cheerful glow in long winter 
evenings—and inspiration to pleasant mem- 
ories—but afford an excellent ventilation. 
The members of one barrack constitute a 
company, under the command of a captain 
who must account for absentees, maintain 
order, recommend all furloughs and passes, 
keep a clothing account for each member, 
and be responsible for all property used by 
his company. To the munificent bequest of 
the late Colonel Daniel Stinson of New 
York the Home owes the beautiful assembly 
building that bears the name of Stinson 
Memorial Hall. It is a magnificently 
equipped Itttle opera house with a seating 
capacity of 500. It is not only used as a 
general assembly hall, but as a place of 
worship by the Protestants. The basement 
has been neatly fitted up and serves asa 
Catholic chapel. The general kitchen con- 
tains all the modern equipments known to 
culinary art. Immense ranges and boiling 
vats always perfectly polished, displaying 
here and there bits of burnished brass and 
copper; cooling tables, scrupulously clean, 
and a flow of immaculate whiteness never 
fail to elicit from the visiting housewife ex- 
clamations of pleasure. The cooks, under 
command of a chief, all members of the 
Home, clad in white caps and jackets, move 
aboat in the discharge of their duties with a 
precision born of a military training. 
In the rear of the kitchen is a fully equipped 
bakery. The dining hall is a beautiful brick 
building, large enough to seat 1000 men. 
The waiters are detailed members under the 
supervision of a sergeant. All the Home 
supplies are stored in the building devoted 
to quartermaster and commissary purposes. 
These supplies, of whatever kind, can be 
secured only by a requisition taken out by 
the head of the department in which they 


are needed, which requisition must receive! 


the approval of the governor. Tailors and 
shoemakers are employed to make such 
alterations and repairs as may be needed in 
their respective lines. 

With the exception of hospital patients, 
the members are entitled to the following 
complement of clothing: One cap, one hat, 
one blouse, one vest, one dress coat, one 


overcoat, two pairs of trousers, two pairs of 
shoes, three knit wool shirts, three pairs of 


canton-flannel drawers, aud four pairs of 
socks. A new overcoat is drawn once in 
tive years, a dress coat once in three years, 
one cap, one blouse, one vest, one pair of 
trousers and one pair of shoes ovce in a year; 
and one shirt, one pair of drawers and two 
pairs of socks are drawn semi-annually. The 
old garments turned over tothe quartermas- 
ter at the time of drawing, are condemned 
by the inspector-general of the Homes, if

hospital purposes—the administration build- 
ing containing surgeon's offices, drug depart- 
ment, surgery, reception room and library. 
A building in the rear serves as kitchen and 
dining room. The north and south wings

lighted by natural gas, and heated by open 
gas fireplaces, hot air furnaces and steam. 
The wards have an aggregate capacity of 223

found to be no longer serviceable. This con- 
demned clothing is cut into rags; the linings, 
the seams and the blue cloth each forming a 
different grade, is baled separately. There 
is ready sale for this junk, and it nets the 
Home a ueat sum annually. The buttons 
are repolished and used on new clothing. 
With the exception of a few articles pur- 
chased in open market by special permit, all 
supplies are furnished by the lowest bidder, 
the home authorities advertising for sealed 
proposals. Every consignment of supplies 
is inspected by a committee appointed for 
that purpose, and each article must in every 
way equal the sample submitted at the time 
the contract is awarded. The stock of goods 
at the Home store embraces everything from 
sardines to hosiery, and is conducted by 
members of the Home. The profits go to 
the amusement fund, which is utilized in 
maintaining the Home band, securing enter- 
tainments for the members in the way of 
theatricals and lectures, and in supplying 
periodicals and papers for the library. The 
library contains some 1600 volumes, on such 
a variety of subj-cts as to furnish reading 
matter to all. The daily papers and monthly 
periodicals are always on file. Adjoining 
the library is a billiard hall containing four 
tables, where the old-time champions display 
their skill before an audience of admiring 
comrades. The Home is possessed of a 
laundry with all modern appliances. 

Under careful management, the farm is 
made to contribute very materially to the 
commissary. The care of the lawns, tlowers 
and shade trees devolves upon this depart- 
ment. The Home: has a good system of 
waterworks, deriving a bountiful supply of 
water from eight wells, one of which pierces 
the limestone to a depth of 345 feet. There 
is a water tower 125 feet high, and in case of 
fire the buildings are so arranged as to per- 
mit of a ready exit. A well drilled fire com- 
pany, together with hose connections on 
each floor of every building, affords excel- 
lent fire protection. 

The Home is subj-ct to annual inspection 
by the board of managers, the inspector 
general and assistant inspector general ol 
the national homes, and by the inspector 
general of the United States army. Weekly 
inspections are made on Sunday mornings 
by the governor and his staff and daily in- 
spections are made by the officer of the day. 

Aside from material comforts no factor 
contributes more towards the happiness of 
the members than the Home band. Under 
the leadership of a musician of recognized 
ability it has become justly celebrated 
throughout the state. Open-air concerts are 
given daily from June to October, and dur- 
ing the winter evening concerts are given ip 
the theatre. The Home is protected from 
law-breakers by a force of guards made up 
of members. At night the guards call the 
hours from their various posts, and challenge 
everyone who enters the grounds, and a 
guard-house has been constructed for the 
imprisonment of offenders. Their punish- 
ments consist in the imposition of such duty 
as the member is able to perform, his con- 
finement for a short period, or the surrender 
of his pass that enables him to leave the 
grounds. In rare cases, when the offense 
warrants such extreme measures, the member 
is recommended to the president of the board 
of managers for a dishonorable discharge. 
The members are subjected only to such 
restraint as is consistent with good govern- 
ment. In an institution of this character it 
is quite necessary that the management be 
able at all times to account for the members. 
For this reason a pass system has been 
devised. A membership of thirty days and 
a manifestation of good bebavior entitles the 
soldier to a “red card pass” that permits 
him to go out of the Home at any entrance, 
from reveille to tattoo, daily except Sunday. 
For the first thirty days special passes are 
readily secured through the company cap- 
tain by making application a day in advance. 
After a stay of six months, the member 
having demeaned himself in the proper 
manner, receives the governor's endorsement 
on his pass, rendering it good for nights and 
Sundays. Members desiring to visit their 
friends for longer than one day secure a 
nine-days’ pass or a furlough for thirty, 
sixty or ninety days. 

A wide-spread erroneous motion prevails 
in reference to the intemperance of members 
of the national homes. As evil fortune, so 
far as wordly affairs are concerned, falls 
upon the good and bad alike, so is the 
membership of the homes made up of men 
from every walk in life. Just in so far as 
disease and financial misfortune are factors 
in the development of inebriety, does the 
average member fall short of the average 
veteran outside of the homes, in point of 
sobriety. 

The Home employs a Protestant and a 
Catholic chaplain and their respective semi- 
weekly services are attended by a large 
number of Christian veterans. A tem- 
perance society among the church workers 
meets weekly and contributes its share to the 
cause of right living. The secret orders 
peculiar to soldiers are represented by a 
Union Veteran Legion encampment anda 
Grand Army of the Republic post. Winter 
and summer reveille is sounded at 5, calling 
the time-worn veterans from the land of 
dreams—some from tke field of couflict, 
some from the values of childhood, and 
some from the domestic fireside. From the 
green fields of New England, from the pines 
of the North, from the plains of the West, 
they straggle back to the present—-back to a 
realizition of age, of pain, and of broken 
ties. Atsuvrise a twelve-pounder is fired, 
and the flig rises above the Home. At6, 
bugle-call for breakfast converts the camp 
into a series of converging lines, all pointing 
toward the dining hall. Another call at 9 
brings the ailing ones before the doctor. 
The dinner call is sounded at 12, and the 
supper call at 6 At sunset the drummers 
beat retreat, the cannon thunders a salute to 
the colors, and the old flag comes down to 
loyal hands. The roll-call is at 8.30, and at 
9 the bugler sounds taps, the lights are 
turned out, and the day is done. 

Home, in all the word implies, means 
more than warm beds, warm clothing and 
good food, else no discontented man could 
be found in any of the homes that a 
generous governm-nt has provided for those 
who demonstrated a patriotism which a 
younger generation has lately been able to 
assert. When stress of circumstances has 
separated the gray-haired soldier from the 
companion of bis youth, it is not a matter of 


wonderment that he should fail to find in 
the nation’s material comforts an adequate 
compensation for the warm old heart he 
left behind. Here itis but just to say that 
it is in rare instances, indeed, that the wife 
is not substantially remembered when he 
draws his quarterly pension. In these rare 
exceptions it is the policy of the board of 
managers to compel the unnatural husband 
or father to do his duty. 

Back in the grove, on a terrace of nature’s 
making and overlooking the Mississnewa, 
is a circle of mounds where, one by one, the 
old veterans are laid away as the Great 
Commander musters them out. The funeral 
service 18 impressive. The body of the 
deceased lies in the stone vault in the rear of 
the hospital until the hour of interment 
arrives. The flag is placed at half-mast; 
a like starry emblem is spread over the 
casket, and the cortege, headed by the Home 
band and the escort, moves slowly toward 
the cemetery, the old veterans falling into 
rank bebind The religious rites are 
Catholic or Protestant, according to the 
creed of the deceased. <A salute is fired over 
the grave, tne bugler sounds “taps,” and 
the veteran is left to sleep until the great 
day when reveille will be sounded for all. 
He is not forgotten, for once a year the 
graves are decorated and Memorial , Day 
observed, not in a perfunctory way, but only 
as it can be observed by those who are 
bound to the dead by ties of comradeship— 
ties of friendship forged in battle.

TROUBLE AT THE HAT SHOP. 
Sewers Refuse to Work with Pay Three 
Weeks in Arrears. 


There was a strike among the sewers in 
the Rogers Hat Co’s. factory Tuesday after- 
noon, which spread to the entire force the 
next day, and the factory has beenshutdown 
since. What the outcome will be is uncer- 
tain. Counsel forthe company, the employes, 
and O. J. Powers & Sons, on whose work the 
factory has been running principally, have 
been in consultation this afternoon. 

The help have been paid weekly, two 








weeks being kept back as a rule. They 
should have been paid Saturday, but Mr. 
Rogers announced that expected remittances 
bad not arrived, and they would have to 
wait until Monday. The money did not 
come Monday, nor Tuesday, and that after- 
noon some of the sewers declined to work 
until paid, and the next day all hands quit. 
The factory has been finishing hats for oO. J. 
Powers & Sons of North Dana, they buying 
the braid and the Rogers Co. simply making 
the hats. Mr. Rogers states that it was a part 
of the contract that payments should be made 
him weekly, and this has been the rule until 
the failure of last week to bringa check, with 
which he expected to pay the help. He says 
that no reason has been given him by 
Messrs. Powers for the failure to remit, and 
Mr. Powers gave no reason when approached 
on the matter by a JoURNAL representative. 
Mr. Powers’s sons have been in Palmer 
through the season, looking after their work 
at the factory, and on Wednesday Mr. 
Powers himself was at the factory, witha 
Worcester lawyer. A conference was held 
anda proposition submitted that Messrs. 
Powers take the shop and run it, paying the 
help every Saturday night; this the em- 
ployes agreed to, and say they were told by 
Mr. Powers’s lawyer to be in their places at 
work yesterday morning under those con- 
ditions. They all appeared but found that 
Mr. Powers was out of town, and his 
sons disclaimed any knowledge of the 
arrangement. There appeared to have 
been a misunderstanding somewhere. 
Last night an attachment on everything 
in the factory was put on in the interest of 
the employes, and Sheriff Studley of Spring- 
field was in possession to-day, with Lawyer 
Stapleton of the firm of Carroll & McClin- 
tock of that city appearing for them. 

The Rogers Hat Co. has beeu doing busi- 
ness on very little capital, and was forced to 
buy supplies in small lots, which of course 
made running expenses heavy. They also 
say that in addition to the work of O. J. 
Powers & Sons they contracted with a New 
York house for the latter’s work, being 
promised a certain amount, but only about a 
quarter of that has been sent them, and this 
small quantity would not permit the making 
of the profit which the larger amount would. 

LATER. The indications at 3 30 this after- 


noon seemed to indicate that an agreement 
of some kind would be reached whereby the 
factory will start up again Monday morning.

*SOME PALMER POTITICS. 


There is prospect of lively times at the 
Palmer annual town election, unless all 
signs fail or some compromise is effected. 
While the selectmen have conducted the 
town’s business with as great a degree of 
satisfaction to the voters as could be ex- 
pected, they will not be unanimously en- 
dorsed for reélection. The only license 
holder which was changed last May was in 
Thorndike, and it is but natural that he and 
his friends should look askance at the pres- 
ent board, and make an effort to secure the 
defeat of at least one, as it is understood the 
present board stood two to one against him. 
With one change in the present board he 
would regain his license next May, but who 
will be settled on for the place is yet un- 
known. Messrs. Dillon and Holden will be 
candidates for reélection, as will Mr. Atkins 
if his friends insist, although he bas no lik- 
ing for the position. He is, however, a man 
whom the voters will hardly allow to de- 
cline. Other candidates talked of are C. E. 
Fuller of Palmer, also C. T. Brainerd, who 
has servsd on the board; J. F. Twiss of 
Tiree Rivers is also mentioned, and very 
likely would not decline a caucus nomina- 
tion. Another name heard is that of J. O. 
Hamilton, one of the assessors, but he is too 
valuable a man in his present position to be 
spared, and it-is doubtful if he could be 
elected as selectman. 

The overseer of the poor whose term ex- 
pires this year is William Merriam, and 

_ there is to be a hunt for his scalp. The op- 
position comes from Thorndike, principally, 
and is not directed at Mr. Merriam, but he is 
to be defeated as a means of getting rid of 
Warden Lent of the town farm, who has 
incurred the displeasure of certain of 
the voters by his officiousness in political 
matters. They think that as an employe of 
the town as a whole he should keep out of 
politics in town matters. It is reported that 
one of the Democratic town committee has 
stated that he shall oppose Mr. Merriam’s 


reélection if he proposed reappointing Mr. 
Lent, and as he favors the latter’s retention, 
the fight is on, though what it will develop 
remains to be seen. Mr. Merriam is gen- 
erally conceded, by a large proportion of the 
voters, to be an extremely valuable official, 
and there is little likelihood of his being 
thrown down. Butin order to bring about 
his defeat some dirty politics is being re- 
sorted to, and stories are being circulated to 
the effect that Mr. Merriam and one other 
member of the overseers are getting a large 
portion of their living from produce raised 
on the farm, that the inmates at the farm do 
not have enough to eat and have gone to 
other places and begged piteously for enough 
food to stay their hunger, with others ofa 
like nature, which will have little weight 
with the fair-minded and candid voter.

For Her Good Deeds and Generosity to the; Which was Held Last

late Dr Stebbins Foskit, was surprised at

The cheapness of 
hay was charged to the scarcity of cows to 
eatit. One farmer said that he had seen ray 
sold this season for 32 50 per ton, that is, the 
hay was sold baled for $4 and $1.50 was paid 
for baling. The farmers think they have a 
| hard time to keep up their end in the strug- 
gle of life, and they are learning to come to 
the Legislature about as well as the labor 
people. 

Still another plan of great popular interest 
is the transfer from the counties to the state 
of the management of the county jails and 
































houses of correction. This is @ pretty 
important step. It will be opposed, 
of course, by the county commissioners and 
by others who look at the problem 
from the local end. But the change 
is right in the direction of all the business 
and political movements of the times, 
toward consolidation and economy of man- 


agement, and the burden of proof lies with 
the county commissioners to show that this 
case isan exception. The movement is well 
organized and ably led. Some of the lead- 
ing people of the state in philanthropic work 
are busy for the change. The first speech 
for the bill was made by Bishop Lawrence 
of the Episcopal church. One of the speakers 
for it was Rev. Dr. James M. Pullman of 


Lynn, brother of the late George M. Pull- 
man of Pullman car fame. He said that 
England made the change from local to 
central management in 1873, and the conse- 
quence was immediately a large reduction 
of expense anda diminution of crime as 
marked as the lessened expense. The case 
for the bill is well prepared, and if the re- 


monstrants have any idea of preventing its 
passage they will have to bestir themselves, 
and then they may not succeed 

A plan is on foot to repeal the civil service 
law, but it is not likely to succeed. The 
petitioner for the bill is hostile to our pres- 
ent law because he says openly that it would 
be better to return to the old spoils system. 
But the people of Massachusetts are not of 
the sort which delights in spoils for their 
own sake. They want merit in their public 
servants and they are pretty sure to stand 
by the system which favors it. There is 
little need to fear the repeal of the present 
system, which is being extended as fast as 
the service of cities will bear it, to include 
much more than the original law.
